round Sharkey, with his vicious swings to the 
ribs and jaw, kept the crowd on Its feet walt- 
ing for a knockout. Jeff stoad the terrific 
punishment, and with his eye, nose and 
ear split, came back just as viciously In_ the 
last three and almost retrieyed himself, Then 
came the unfortunate and unsatisfactory ending, 

Jefiries’s glove flying off, bringing the fight to 
an end, although the crowd urged Sharkey to 
rush in and end it. This he tried to do, but Jeff 
fought him back and referee Siler rushed to the

It was noticesble that Jeff used his weight 
to the best advantage, throwing himselfall over 
the sailor, but the latter did his part of the 
hugging.
